$1,000,000 INVESTED 
IN MYTHICAL REGION 


Prospectus Tells of White 
Tribe, Newly Found and 
Mile-Long Village. 


Chicago, March 9 (By A. P.).—A tale 
of fabulous riches in oil, gold, platinum 
and precious stones in Colombia and a 
strange race of whites, devoid of crip- 
ples or insane persons, was unfolded 
in a prospectus that induced hundreds 
to invest nearly $1,000,000 in a land- 
selling scheme which postal inspectors 
characterized today as 
fraud. 

Henry J. Froelich and Joseph Devore 
were arrested on indictments charging 
use of the mails to defraud by sales, 
chiefly to Illinois and Ohio residents, 
of land to which they had no title, at 
the rate of $10 an acre. Plainfield, 
Aurora, Ill, and Cincinnati residents 
were among the victims, and selling 
centers were established in Blooming- 
ton and Peoria, Hl., and various Ohio 
cities.

Golden Cooking Kits. 


Golden cooking utensils were used by 
the peculiar people that Devore claim- 
ed to have discovered in a trip into 
Colombia, the government of which, 
according to Assistant United States 
District Attorney Edward J. Hess, had 
no knowledge of any concessions to 
Froelich or Devore, or of the people De- 
vore told about, much less of a cousin 
of Devore represented as being a legal 
adviser to the republic. 

“History repeats itself and real life 
again outromances the most imagina- 
tive fiction,” read the glowing account 
in the prospectus. 

He camped one night at the side of 
@ river, says the account of Devore’s 
Supposed exploration, and next morn- 
ins saw some of the strange people on 
the other bank. They were friendly, 
notwithstanding they were armed with 
spears and bows and arrows. 

“They took him to the south side of 
the next range of mountains to their 
village—a village consisting of a single 
row of adobe houses, about four miles 
in length built on the side of a moun- 
tain,” the prospectus said. 


Gold and Platinum. 


“Here he found that they had a mild 
epidemic of smallpox. He segregated 
them and as luck would have it there 
were no more deaths. There was not 
a cripple nor insane person in the 
tribe.”’ 

The prospectus told of an oil field 
in extent about 20 by 200 miles, of 
placer mines with huge deposits of gold, 
platinum and precious stones. In all 
Froelich and Devore claimed to control 
3,000,000 acres. 

Froelich recently was fined $100 for 
selling real estate without a license. 
At that time ‘he charged Devore with 
operating a confidence game against 
him, but he failed to appear at the 
hearing and Devore was acquitted. 
Froelich is 69 years old and Devore 60. 

Froelich and Devore were released to- 
night under bonds of $2,500-each pend- 
ing arraignment.

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| Scott Field, Belleville, Ill., March 9 
(By A. P.).—Numbed by tke intense 
cold, Capt. Hawthorne C. Gray, engi- 
neering officer at Scott field, became 
unconscious at an altitude of 27,000 
feet and failed today in an attempt to 
break the long standing free balloon 
altitude record of 35,433 feet. 

Capt. Gray’s balloon landed safely 
55 miles southeast of Scott field at 4 p. 
m. He ascended at 1:15 p. m. 

“I returned to consciousness at an 
altitude of 17,000 feet,” Capt. Gray 
said, “and I was very cold. The bag 
was dropping rapidly, but I succeeded 
in disposing of more ballast ‘and the 
landing was easy.” 

Capt. Gray was taken to the field 
hospital for medical examination. 


Physicians said he apparently suffered 
ho permanent ill effects. 

Scott fleld officials said the balloon 
probably reached an altitude of a little 
more than 30,000 feet or almost six 
miles above the ground. 

Capt. Gray said he would make fur- 
ther attempts soon to break the alti- 
tude record. 

A radio receiving set and ~~ loud 
speaker were on a shelf in the balloon 
basket along with two sealed recording 
baragraphs which record altitudes 
automatically. Strapped to Gray's 
back was a folded parachute. On the 
floor were two tons of sand to be used 
as ballast. The balloonist was sealed 
in a fur-lined costume and several men 
were required to help him don his 
heavy boots and clothing designed to 
protect him from the intense cold.

FRANCE NOT TO ASSIST 


Tokyo, March 9 (By A. P.).—Japan 
intends to accept the three-power 
naval arms limitation proposal of the 
United States government, the Associ- 
ated Press learned today. 

London, March 9 (By A. P.).—Great 
Britain does not intend to lay down 
any naval vessels of her 1927 program 
of new construction until late in the 
year or until the outcome of the dis- 
armament conference is known, William 
Clive Bridgeman, first lord of the ad- 
miralty, told the house of commons to- 
day. 

Work on vessels already under con- 
struction will not be stopped, he said. 

Geneva, March 9 (By A. P.) —France 
is convinced of the sincerity of the 
American proposals for naval limita- 
tions, and also that the United’ States 
does not desire to interfere whatsoever 
in thé smooth progress. of. the League 
of Nations’ general disarmemént plans, 
& spokesman for the French govern- 
ment. today told the Associated Press. 

He doubted, however, the wisdom of 
dispatching a French delegation as “‘ob- 
server” to the proposed three-power 
naval conference, as he believed France 
could readily follow the conference’s 
developments through regular diplo- 
matic channels. 

He concluded by indicating that 
France merely differed from the Amer- 
ican viewpoint with respect to the 
most practical means of approaching 
the disarmament problem, she being 
convinced that it constitutes an indi- 
visible whole.

yesterday when Justice William Hitz, 
the presiding judge, announced that he, 
and not the jury, would decide whether 
or not the questions which Sinclair de- 
clined to answ-r were pertinent to the 
inquiry which the Senate committee on 


public lands and surveys was conduct- 


ing.’ 

Justice Hitz made his decision known 
at the end of a day devoted for the 
most part to arguments, with the jury 
excluded. Peyton Gordon, who with 
government’s special counsel, has been 
conducting the prosecution, hailed the 
decision as a ctrategic victory, especi- 
ally as he has been consistently op- 
posing the defense’s plans to hav2 the 
jurymen pass on the question. 

On the other hand, Martin W. Little- 
ton and George P. Hoover, of Sinclair’s 
counsel, were assured by Justice Hitz 
that he would decide the question of 
relevancy on the basis of evidence yet 
to be introduced and would not feel 
bound by the decision which Justice 
Adolph A. Hoehling, of the District Su- 
preme court, rendered when he passed 
on the defendant’s demurrer to the in- 
dictment. 

Satisfies Both Sides. 

Thus, the decision of Justice Hitz has 
elements of satisfaction to both sides. 
It means that the presiding judge will 
render an. independent opinion of his 
own as to the relevancy of the ques-

Chicago, March 9 (By A. P.).— 
Breath. by breath, a grueling, uphill 
battle for life was fought today by Al- 
fred Frick, kept alive for more than 


86 hours by artificial respiration ap- 


plied by fellow workers. 

It seemed as though the _ endless 
chain of tireless volunteers were to be 
rewarded, for the 22-year-old victim of 
paralysis consumed some broth and 
milk and spoke oftener to his com- 
rades. Physicians said if he could sur- 
vive the next 24 hours he would prob- | 
ably get well, but the prospects were | 
none too cheering. 

Frick is suffering from a peculiar 
type of paralysis that affects the lower 
part of the brain and spinal cord. The 
nerve contact with the diaphragm is 
dead, and his friends stand for fifteen 
minutes at a stretch, one on each side 
of the bed, pressing up and down, pro- 
viding him with air. 

They work with clock-like rhythm, as 
near natural breathing as _ possible. 
Press down; relax; press down; relax. 
And thus they continue day and night. 
The doctors chose this method of keep- 
ing Frick alive, rather than a pulmotor, 
because the machine would have neces- 
sitated covering his face. This, they 
said, would have prevented feeding him 


and would have lowered his spirits. 


Food Injected in Leg. 


Much of Frick’s food his been liquid 
injected into the blood stream through 
the leg. 

He has been virtually without sleep 
during “his tlilness; falling asléep-a few 
minutes at a time through sheer ex- 
haustion. 

The young man was a siesman for the 
Public Service Co. of Northern Iliinois, 
working in one of their stores in Park 
Ridge, a suburb. Appealed to by his 
physicians, Frick’s fellow workers have 
been at his side constantly, providing 
through wearisome hours the force that 
keeps him alive. He would die quickly 
And Frick, who real- 
izes the ghastly importance of their ef- 
forts, directs them as he can. Some- 
times they push too hard. Sometimes 
not enough. 

Toward evening his temperature rose 


slightly and physicians regarded it As 
a hopeful sign.

To American University 


Bequests, Added to Earlier Gifts, Bring Donations to 
$861,000—Million Mark Passed in Drive 
for $6,000,000. 


Announcing that American univer- 
sity had passed well beyond the $1,000,- 
000 mark in its campaign for $6,000,000, 
Chancellor Lucius C. Clark last night 
disclosed to the Women’s guild at a 
banquet in the women’s residence hall, 
that the principal donor to the institu- 
tion was the late Miss Mary Graydon, of 
Ridgewood, N. J., whose gifts are ex- 
pected to exceed $861,000.

HALTS RECKLESS DRIVING 


Reckless automobile driving by mem-

Keyes Explains Situation.

“I prefer to wait,’”’ said Senator Keyes 
last night, ‘‘until the authority of the 
committee and its jurisdiction have 
been more definitelf established.

“IT was asked if I would sign such a 
voucher today and said that I would 
not, for I am not sure in my own mind 
that I have the authority to say that 
the money may now be spent by the 
committee.

Mme. Borodin, Wife of Ad- 
viser to Canton Regime, 
Held by Gen. Chang. 


EXECUTION OF RUSSIANS 
GENERALLY IS DOUBTED 


‘Agitators Being Sent Into 
North China in Stream, 
It Is Charged. 


Shanghai, March 9 (By A. P.).—-The 
drive of the Cantonese for the city of 
Soochow and the attendant threat on 
Shanghai today were overshadowed mo- 
mentarily by the possibility of strained 
relations between the Peking govern- 
ment and Moscow growing out of the 
arrest of Mme. Borodin, wife of the 
adviser to the Cantonese government 
and three soviet couriers. 

While Mme. Borodin is in the hands 
of Gen. Chang Tsung-Chang, who now 
is defending Shanghai, there are con- 
tradictory reports as to the fate of the 
three other Russian emissaries. De- 
spite reports from Chinese sources that 
the three had been executed as spies, 
it is generally believed here that they 
have not been shot. 

Chinese authorities declare there have 
been increasing indications that surge 
numbers of Cantonese emissaries have 
been bound northward in an endeavor 
to stir up trouble among the workers. 
Every precaution already has been taken 
to prevent an influx of these agitators 
into Shanghai, Tientsin,. Peking and 
other northern industrial centers. 


Tons of Red Propaganda. 


It is charged here that the soviet 
steamer Pamiat Lenina, on which Mme. 
Borodin and the couriers were seized 
by a squad of white Russians attached 
to the army of Chang Tsung-Chang, 
had tons of red propagande tracts 
aboard and only a few pounds of tea. 

Representations have been made by 
the soviet embassy at Peking to the 
government authorities there pro- 
testing against the arrest of the Rus- 
Sians and demanding their immediate 
release. 

While the military situation between 
the Cantonese and the northern forces 
is developing steadily, the question of 
propaganda is troubling the northern 
commanders since it is interfering with 
their transportation of troops. 

Intimidation is reported to be play- 
ing a considerable part in the south- 
erners’ progaganda campaign, the trou- 
ble spreading from the Shaighai- 
Nanking railway workships to the loco- 
motive drivers and firemen of the 
Shanghai-Hangchow line. Threats 
against the lives of nonstrikers have 
been so numerous that the military au-

British Cruiser to Wuhu. 


The British cruiser Emerald sailed 
today from Nanking up the river to 
Wuhu, where a mob yesterday looted 
the customs house following occupa- 
tion of the town by the Cantonese. 

All the foreign women and childrer 
are aboard the steamer Kutwo, and 
apparently had not left for Shanghai 
although the authorities consider it 
impossible for them to return to shore 
in view of the situation. 

The American destroyer Preble is 
standing by, the destroyer Noah is at 
Nanking, within call, and others are 
at Chekiang and Kiukiang. 

The majority of the women and 
children had been evacuated from 
Wuhu before the Cantonese took pos- 
session. The American women known 
to have remained prior to the rioting 
include six attached to the Methodist 
and a few to other missions. The nor- 
mal foreign population of Wuhu is ap- 
proximately 40. 


Toscanini Recovers; 
To Direct Operas 


Rome, March 9 (By A. P.).—Arturo 
Toscanini, orchestral conductor, who 
recently returned from the United 
States, has completely recovered his 
normal health and is spending a few 
days here with his wife. 

Although refusing to see journalists 
or to participate either in the social 
or musical life of the capital, he let it 
be known through friends that he in- 
tends to resume direction of the orches- 
tra at the Scala in Milan beginning 
April 26, when he will conduct a per- 
formance of “Fidelio” on the occasion 
of the centenary anniversary of Beetho- 
ven’s death. Among other operas in- 
cluded in his plans is “Tosca,” in which 
Claudio Muzio is to have the titular 
role.

Refugees Forced to Sleep on 
Snow-Covered Ground; Not 
Enough Doctors. 


50,000 ARE HOMELESS; 
DEATH TOLL IS 2,725 


List of Dead May Grow; Re- 
newed Shocks Cause 
Increased Terror. 


Tokyo, March 9. (By A. P.).— 
Thousands of refugees in central Japan, 
shivering, hungry and in sore need of 
medical aid, tonight were struggling to 
bring order out of the chaos created 
Monday night by the earthqu*tke which 
already is known to have taken a toll 
of more than 2,000 lives. 

The home office this afternoon stated 
that its latest advices showed that 
2.275 persons were killed and 3,44] 


injured. Information received by Tokyo 
newspapers, however, indicated that the 
dead in the entire earthquake region 
would number more than 3,000, while 
one newspaper estimated that the toll 
would mount to 5,000, with from 50,000 
to 75,000 homeless. 

The correspondent for the Tokyo 
Asahi Shimbun, who traveled through 
the stricken area, reported from Miyazu 
that the scenes in Mineyama, where 
more than 1,000 persons were killed. 
and in Amino were heartrending. Re- 
fugees, he said, were exposed to snow 
and rain, while only a small amount 
of relief was avaliable. 


Pyres and Shallow Graves. 


Many relatives of victims of the 
quake passed the day digging in the 
ruins of devastated villages seeking the 
bodies of fathers, mothers, sons and 
daughters. Funeral pyres were built 
and bodies cremated. Other inhabi- 
tants of the towns worked with police 
and soldiers in extricating bodies and 
giving aid to the injured. 

Shallow graves were dug in the snow- 
covered ground, even small children 
assisting in the burial rites. Bits of 
half burned sticks, raked from the 
debris, were used as incense sticks for 
the offering of prayers before burial. 
Japanese and Christian preachers and 
priests were everywhere aiding and 
comforting widows and orphans. 

The newspaper correspondents gen- 
erally reported that the lack of medical 
supplies and food was the greatest 
hardship for the refugees. Injured 
men and women along the broken roads 
asked every passerby if he were a doc- 
tor, so great was their need for medl- 
cal attendance. Doctors and Red Cross 
nurses were getting into the region 
rapidly today and it was expected that 
they soon would be able to ameliorate 
the situation. 

The roads throughout the _ region 
were reported literally lined with the 
bodies of victims, unclaimed by rela- 
tives or friends. 


Rain and Floods Follow. 


The Tango region, which suffered 
most severely, was described by one 
correspondent as the seat of misery of 
central Japan. Hundreds of survivors 
were finding scant shelter from a heavy 
downpour of cold rain which has been 
falling since last night. Many of the 
refugees were forced to sleep on the 
snow-covered ground, soaked to the 
skin and in constant fear of further 
shocks. 

To add to the misery of inhabitants 
along the banks of the Tatsuta and 
Maruyama rivers the streams rose over 
their banks, washing away houses and 
rendering relief work almost impos- 
sible. 

Numerous young factory girls were 
reported to have been crushed or 
burned to death in buildings in the 
town of Amino, and surviving members 
of their families today dug in the ruins 
in the hope of recovering the bodies. 

A second shock was felt in the dis- 
trict late last night, but did compara- 
tively little damage. It added to the 
general misery, however, by heightening 
the terror of the inhabitants and raz- 
ing the few houses which had sur- 
vived Monday’s big quake. 

The Kyoto prefectural police and 
medical associations today worked 
steadily at bringing relief to the strick- 
en district. The emperor has donated 
50,000 yen to relieve the region. School 
children of Tokyo are planning to con- 
tribute one sen each toward a fund 
being raised for the sufferers. 

Although no estimate of the material 
damage caused by the quake has been 
made public thus far, some observers 
believe that the loss will be at least 
$50,000,000 and perhaps $75,000,000. 


Red Cross Aid Offered. 


(By the Associated Press.) 


President Coolidge asked the Ameri- 
can Red Cross yesterday to offer aid 
to Japan in their latest earthquake 
disaster. Red Cross officials said their 
assistance would be at Japan’s dis- 
posal, but that it was not yet certain 
that outside help was required. 

Reports from the stricken area are 
being studied at Red Cross headquar- 
ters, where an announcement may be 
made shortly. 

This message of sympathy was sent 
by Acting Secretary Grew, of the State 
rr to the Japanese Ambassa- 
or: 

“It has been with utmost sympathy 
that reports have been received in this 
country of the recent earthquake in 
Japan, with its attendant loss of life 
and widespread suffering. I hasten to 
extend to you, and through you to the 
imperial Japanese government, the sym- 
pathy and condolences of the American 
government and people.” 


Quake 5,200 Miles 
Off Registered Here 


(By the Associated Press.) 

Another earthquake of a pronounced 
character was recorded yesterday on the 
Georgetown University seismograph. 
The disturbance began at 11:20 a. m. 
and continued two hours.

Columbus, Ohio, March 9 (By A. P.). 
Following the opinion of the United 
States Supreme Court that village 
mayors are without authority to con-| 
duct courts in which they have finan- 
cial interest from fines collected, the 
Ohio State Automobile association an- 
nounced today that it will start action 
at once to recover hundreds of thous- 
ands of dollars paid out in fines for 
speeding.

Chicago, March 9 (By A. P.).—Two)} 
eminent psychiatrists testified today 
that Harold J. Croarkin, slayer of 
6-year-old Walter Schmith, jr., is in- 
sane, but one of them admitted that |

the right thing to do.” 

The prosecution considered it had | 
scored a signal point since the law | 
defines an insane person as one unable | 
to distinguish between acts of | 
and wrong. 

The admission was by Dr. William J. 
Hickson, diretcor of the municipal 
psychopathic laboratory. He maintain- 
ed, however, that Croarkin since birth | 
had suffered from dementia praecox, | 
and now is insane, as he was waem 
he slew the little boy. 

The other defense psychiatrist, with 
his knack of translating technical ter- 
minology into language easily under- 
stood by the layman, received careful | 
attention from the jurors, who have 
been asked by the State to hang Croar- ' 
kin. He is the Rev. Dr. Thomas Moore, | 
head of the department of psychology | 
at the Catholic university at Washing- | 
ton and consulting psychiatrist at. the! 
Mount Hope asylum for the insane at 
Baltimore. 

“My opinion, based upon my exam- 
ination, upon his personal history as 
gleaned from him and from other 
sources, his absolute indifference to 
the enormity of the act he committed, 
his complete lack of remorse or regret, 
is that Harold Croarkin was insane at 
the time he committed the murder and 
is now insane,” he testified. 

“It is not always possible, but fre- 
quently it may be determined, the ex- 
act time of the patient’s passage into 
insanity,” testified Dr. Moore. “In this 
defendant the onset of actual insanity 
began ih August or September when 
he underwent a change of character 
which is so frequently noticed in these 
cases. He must have suffered some- 
thing serious when his personality be- 
came so different from what it was 
previously.” 

Croarkin killed the Schmith child 
December 17, last. \y witnesses pre- 
viously testified that he always was 
backward physically and mentally but 
was well behaved until a doctor in- 
formed him he was suffering from a 
serious disease.

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Nomination Twice Fought. 

In the statement Senator Harris set 
forth two reasons for which he has 
twice fought the appointment. One is 
that Judge Tilson is a resident of At- 
lanta and not the district in which the 
court operates, and the other is that the 
jurists’ experience has been principally 
in loan, abstract and insurance features 
of the law. 

Members of the administration are 
convinced, however, that the opposi- 
tion to confirmation is .based on the 
political leanings of the jurist. Sena- 
tor Harris in commenting upon the ap- 
pointment charged the President with 
an evasion of the Constitution in mak- 
ing a second recess appointment and 
predicted that Judge Tilson would not 
be confirmed. 

“I regret very much,” said Senator 
Harris, “that the President has given 
Judge Tilson another recess appoint- 
ment, as it is generally Known that a 
majority of the Senate opposed his con- 
firmation. When Congress created the 
new district, Senator George and I 
learned that Congressman Tilson, Re- 
publican floor leader, would urge the 
appointment of his brother, Mr. Josiah 
Tilson, of Atlanta, who did not reside 
in the district where there was a vVa- 
cancy. We told the President that if 
he felt obligated to give Congressman 
Tilson’s brother a position we hoped 
he would give him, some other appoint- 
ment as we would feel constrained to 
oppose the nomination of Mr. Tilson 
or any one who did not reside in the 
district, that there were Republicans 


and Democrats residing in the district 
who were qualified for the position and 
that few districts in the United States 
had more able lawyers. 

Indorsed by Negro Committeeman. 


“Although Judge Tilson was indorsed 
by Ben Davis, negro national commit- 
teeman from Georgia, I do not believe 
he would have thought of recommend- 
ing Mr. Tilson or any one else outside 
of the district, except for the influence 
of Congressman Tilson, of Connecti- 
cut. 

“So far as I know, this is the first 
Federal judicial appointment made in 
my State to pay a political obligation. 
Senator George and I have not and 
will not urge the appointment of any 
of our friends. We only asked the Presi- 
dent to select some outstanding lawyer. 
Mr. Tilson not only did not reside in 
the district, but his experience had 
been principally in abstract, loan and 
insurance business more than general 
practice. No one considered him an 
outstading lawyer. 

“The situation presented by the Presi- 
dent’s second recess appointment is in- 
teresting as an evasion of the spirit of 
the Constitution that endowed the sen- 
ators of the States with a sSay-so as to 
who should be sent as judges over their 
respective pepole. If he can withdraw 
appointments from confirmation and 
make recess appointments without 
limit, he can virtually deprive the Sen- 
ate of its right to confirm or reject. It 
seems that an evasion of the Consti- 
tution is tantamount to an infraction 
of it. Mr. Tilson will not be confirmed 
as judge of the Middle district.”

‘New Yorker Charges Con- 


spiracy to Block His Efforts 
to Obtain Passports. 


ASKED ACTION IN 1926 


Frank B. Kellogg, Secretary of State; 
Coert Du Bois, foreign service officer 
and chief of the visa office at the 
State Department; Carlton B. Hurst, 
American consul general in Cuba, and 
Arthur C. Frost and Edward Cafferey, 
American consuls at Havana, were sucd 
in their individual and official capaci- 
ties yesterduxy in the circuit division 
of the District of Columbia Supreme 
court for a total of $500,500 damages 
by H. Ely Goldsmith, of New York, who 
alleged a wholesale conspiracy on the 
part of these officials to block his ef- 
forts to obtain passport visas for cer- 
tain aliens. 

This case is traceable to a mandamus 
action started by Goldsmith against 
Mr. Kellogg and James J. Davis, Secre- 
tary of Labor, March 13, 1926, to com- 
pel these officials to order visaed the 
passports of Yankiel Korczak, of Hav- 
ana, for a temporary visit to this 
country. Korezak is a brother of Mor- 
ris-Kauffman, wealthy plumbing con- 
tractor of Detroit, and Goldsmith was 
engaged by Kauffman to aid Korczak 
in the latter’s attempts to visit this 
country. This action failed as the court 
dismissed it. 

Goldsmith alleges that because of 
he alleged conspiracy against him he 
has been unable to obtain copies of 
the bonds which are furnished to all 
consul generals and consuls, although, 
he says, these bonds are part of the 
public record. 
The Korczak incident is incorporated 
in the $500,500 damage suit, as Mr. 
Goldsmith alleges he lost $500 because 
of the refusal of the defendant officials 
to visa the passport. Korczak was ex- 
cluded, it is alleged, because he had 
once applied for a quota visa and be- 
cause it was thought that if he were 
allowed to land as a visitor he would 
remain. 

It appears from the declaration that 
Goldsmith is interested in the desire 
of 300 other persons whose predica- 
ment is the same as that of Korczak 
and who also desire to come to this 
country to visit relatives, and that 
Goldsmith’s contracts with these per- 
sons involve about $100,000, and that 
the further sum of $150,000 was in sight 
along the same lines. 

Goldsmith says he was informed by 
the defendant officiais that they would 
take the same action in the cases of 
300 aliens that they had taken in the 
Korezak case, as they considered this 
case aS a precedent. 

The plaintiff says that for the past 
two years he has been engaged in the 
preparation of papers to obtain legal 
entry for aliens who are themselves 
Since 
March, 1926, Goldsmith charges, the 
cefendant officials have been engaged 
in a conspiracy to prevent him from 
carrying on his business as aforesaid 
and to prevent these aliens from visit- 
ing this country, all of which, it is al- 
leged, was actuated by malice and im- 
proper motives. 


CONCERN AGAIN SUES 
DRY LAW AUTHORITIES 


Roge Firm Charges Officials 
Are Withholding Needed 
Alcohol Increase. 


The Roge Laboratories, Inc., of 3318 
Georgia avenue northwest, manufac- 
turers of toilet specialties, who already 
have been awarded one injunction in 
the equity courts against the local pro- 
hibition authorities to prevent inter- 
ference with their plant, filed suit 
again yesterday through Attorney 
Joseph A. Centrel for another injunc- 
tion. 

The first injunction case resulted in 
an opinion by Justice James F. Smith 
which contained one of the most severe 
reprimands ever administered in the 
local courts against the authorities for 
alleged unlawful closing of the plant.

Americans Did Not Receive

‘ASSAILS TRUTH OF DATA 


William S. Howell, ir... an adviser 
in the Mexican affairs section of the 
State Department, informed the Senate 
foreign relations committee at a secret 
session recently that 22,000,000 acres, 
much of it American owned, has been 
seized hy the Mexican government 
since the agrarian laws went into effect. 
Mr. Howell’s testimony, which was 
made public yesterday by Senator 
Borah, Republican, idaho, the com- 
mittee chairman, revealed that Ameri- 
can claimants never have received. a 
dollar in compensation for lands seized 
by the Mexican guvernment. 

In response to questions to whetner 
imest of the 22,000,000 acres had not 
belonged to American citizens, Mr. 
Howell said: : 

“The best information I can give on 
that subject is this. According to the 
reports of American consular officers, 
there have been made, since 1914, as 
many as 121 agrarian expropviations, as 
many as 662 property seizures of vari- 
ous sorts and trespasses greatly in ex- 
cess of 539.”

drilling permits had been refused to 
American land owffers since January 1. 
He also assailed the veracity of certain 
figures published by the Mexican gov-

i|American companies which have ac- 
cepted the petroleum law. 

Senator Borah called his attention to 
a statement made by the Mexican gov- 
ernment in January to the effect that 
380 companies had accepted the oil law, 
that 22 companies had refused to ac- 
cept and that the confirmatory conces- 
sion. covered by the acceptances 
amounted to 26,835,000 acres.

“It might be unusual, but the prece- 
dent has been established,’’ Borah said. 

“No,” said Moses. “It takes more 
than one swallow to make a summer.”

George Ridgeway and her two small 
daughters, near Alexandria, last Fri- 
day, the sheriff stated tonight. One 
of the children died as a result of the 
clubbing. 

Pannett said he told him he might 
escape electrocution if he pleaded 
guilty. Boersig, however, made no fur- 
ther comment, the sheriff said.

“Like a million dollars,’”’ assured one 
of the workers pumping life into his 
body. Frick smiled and was content. 

Doctors said tonight that Frick has a 
bare chance to live. If he can be made 
to breathe until the paralysis leaves his 
body, his life is assured. If the workers 
stop for a moment in their task, or if 
complications develop, the slender cord 
that holds life in the helpless body 
may be snapped in a second. 

The workers are tireless. They lounge 
in the hospital reception room during 
relief periods and declare their inten- 
tion of “staying on forever” if necessary. 
Officials of the public service company 
recommended them today and asked all 
to stay on the job. 

Doctors who examined Frick today 
said that from the shoulders down, save 
for heart action, Frick is paralyzed. Dr. 
Charles F. Read, nerve specialist, said 
that unless exhaustion overcomes him 
or his heart muscles give out, Frick can 
live indefinitely—as long as 56 pairs of 
hands breathe for him. 

A faltering hand means a lost life, 


but Frick’s fellow employes, trained in

SUICIDE IS TERMED 
SLAYER OF HIS CHUM 


New Jersey Man Was to Have 
Been Arrested, Grand Jury 
Is Informed.

Philadelphia, March 9.—Arthur Shaw, 
the 27-year-old resident of South Sea- 
ville, who killed himself Friday, also 
murdered his chum, John Cartrabone, 
16, also of South Seaville, who was 


shot through a window, while he was 
reading in his home two weeks ago 
This was the conclusion of the grand 
jury of Capt May county today, follow- 
ing the report of the prosecutor, W. H. 
Camphell, jr. 

The prosecutor told the grand jury 
that an automobile seen leaving the 
vicinity of the Cartrabone home the 
night-of the slaying kad been identi- 
fied as Shaw’s and that a footprint in 
a field near the Cartrabone home had 
been identified as that of Shaw, who 
the prosecutor said, got a new pair of 
Shoes after the murder and burned the 
old pair. 

Shaw is said to have resented the 
time spent by young Cartrabone in 
the companionskip of other farmer 
boys. 

When the police were cn the way to 
lodge a charge of murder against him 
Friday they found him dead in his 
room. Three notes left by Shaw, ac- 
cording to the prosecutor, were written 
as if by an 8&-year-old child.

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THE PRESIDENT’S SUMMER. 


Public opinion seems to approve of Presi- 
dent Coolidge’s plan to spend a part of the 
summer in the West, in a locality that will 
be free from heat and mosquitoes. It is too 
much to hope that Mr. Coolidge will find any 
place free from politicians and other petty 
annoyances. If he would be entirely free 
from all pests he could not do better than stay 
at home, on Dupont circle, in delightful Wash- 
ington, where in summer the refreshing 
breezes are uncontaminated by gaseous ex- 
halations from the Capitol, and where mos- 
quitoes have been extinct for many years. He 
would have an opportunity to take frequent 
Voyages to Indianhead, on the Mayflower, 
and thus retain the sea habit that so well be- 
comes a commander-in-chief of the navy. 

The drawback of any presidential residence 
outside of Washington is the inevitable pres- 
ence of a cloud of politicians, whose buzzings 
and borings are even more annoying than the 
famous Paul Smith’s mosquitoes, which intro- 
duced so many bills that 
envious. Who can say that Colorado Springs 
would grant more seclusion than Paul Smith’s? 
The paths beaten by politicians in that Adiron- 
dack resort will stand against the ravages of 
time, like the Appian Way, as models of iron- 
clad roads. 

But if the President must leave Washing- 
ton, let him go well to the westward, beyond 
the corn belt. The East is weary of the 
charge that no one can understand the West 
who has not lived there. ‘‘West’’ is a highly 
élastic term, which means nothing to the resi- 
dent of the Pacific coast. It includes, how- 
ever, much more territory than the corn belt, 
and it would be a fine thing, indeed, if the 
corn belt should be compelled for a while to 
face the West when it addressed the President 
of the United States. 


A MAGIC CLUB. 


Charles Brooks, of Brooklyn, has patented 
a device which he calls the ‘centrifugal 
propeller,’’ designed to add impetus to the 
blow delivered by a baseball bat, golf club, 
Years 
‘ago he heard of an ancient sword, reputed to 
have magical properties, whose virtue was 
found at last to reside in a hollow tube run- 
ning the length of its blade and forming a 
channel for a globule of mercury. When the 
sword was’ raised the mercury reposed in its 
hilt. When it was swung into action, however, 
the mercury rushed toward the tip, adding its 
weight to the force of the blow. 

For years this legend reposed in the back 
of the gentleman’s head, until] one day he had 
a sudden inspiration which led to the grant- 
ing of patent No. 1398062. Under it Brooks 
controls the right to manufacture implements 
of all sorts, the handle of which conceals 
a tube containing an ounce of mercury. When 
the golf club, for instance, is raised the mer- 
cury slips back to the level of the hand, 
making the implement perfect in its balance. 


When the blow is struck, however, the mer-| 


cury has rushed to the club head, and it is 
impossible to predict how many additional 
yards this mechanical aid will succeed in push- 
ing the ball. 

It is a fine idea, except that there seems to 
be little use for a long-distance golf club. 
Any one-who can hit a golf ball properly is 
so much the master of the game that he needs 
no mechanical aid. And any one who can not 
hit it, which includes practically every golfer, 
would not be helped by the globule of mer- 
cury. A far better. invention would bea 
magnetic club head which would be attracted 
invariably to the ball. This would be an in- 
valuable aid, both in golf and baseball.

CREDENTIALS OF SENATORS. 


In the closing hours of the late session of 
the Senate the certificates of elections of 
Senators Vare, of Pennsylvania, and Smith, 
of Illinois, were presented to the Senate from 
the committee on privileges and elections and 
filed with the secretary of the Senate. These 
certificates were in regular form, duly signed 
by the governor of Pennsylvania and the 
governor of Illinois. 

In the case of Pennsylvania there were two 
certificates—one signed by former Gov. Pinchot 
and the other signed by Gov. Fisher. All three 
certificates were referred to the committee on 
privileges and elections; and the Gov. Fisher 
certificate and the certificate from the governor 
of Illinois were immediately presented to the 
senate. 

These eleventh-hour activities have precipi- 
tated several interesting and important ques- 
tions. Can an expiring Senate committee 
“present’’ credentials of senators elected to 
hold office after the following 4th of March? 
Is the Senate sufficiently continuing to receive 
credentials of members elected to hold office 
after the following 4th of March? Can a 
senator-elect whose credentials have been pre- 
sented and placed in the secretary’s office be 
placed on the pay roll and be permitted to 
appoint clerks drawing salaries? Must such 
credentials be again ‘‘presented’’ to the next 
Senate? In the case of two sets of credentials 
from two different governors, which is legal 
and which prevails? 

Correct answers to these questions have an 
important bearing on the organization of the 
Senate next December, or at an extra session, 
if one should be called. 

The rules of the Senate require ‘that cre- 
dentials must be considered when ‘‘presented.’’ 
Is a report from the committee on privileges 
and elections and reference to the secretary 
a legal and complete presentation within the 
rule? In the discussion on the last day of 
the recent session there was a difference of 
opinion as to just what ‘“‘presented’’ means. 
The practice has been for the credentials to 
be presented without being read, but simply 
referred to the secretary of the Senate for 
filing and preservation. If this«is correct, 
then the filing with the secretary of the Senate 
on the last day of the session was regular and 
binding. However, this might not preclude 
another presentation and consideration by the 
next Senate, 

Can senators not sworn in, but having proper 
and regular credentials, begin to receive their 
salaries from March 4? In 1883 the Senate 
committee having ’> charge the sundry civil 
appropriation bill had an amendment inserted 
permitting senators not sworn in but having 
eredentials ‘‘presented’’ to draw their salaries 
beginning March 4. This has been the practice 
ever since. Thus Senators Vare and Smith 
were placed on the senate pay roll on March 4. 

In case of two sets of credentials it seems 
to be the opinion of authorities that the 
senator-elect can choose which one he pre- 
fers, both being his property. In the case 
of Senator Vare, the Fisher credential has 
been ‘‘presented.’’ 

The decision of the Senate next December, 
when that body will be organized, will have 
a vital bearing on the control of committees 
and officials, and the trend of legislation. 
Can the Senate, on any ground, keep out 
Senators Vare and Smith before the Senate 
is organized? Can charges against either be 
raised so as to prevent their taking the oath? 
The Senate so decided in the case of an ap- 
pointed senator, Mr. Smith. What about 
elected senators. 

Search of the vecords and precedents dis- 
closes the fact that in almost every case 
where a senator’s right was challenged, the 
practice of the Senate has been to permit a 
senator having proper credentials to take the 
oath first, and to hold an inquiry later. This 
was the case with Albert Gallatin, of Penn- 
sylvania, in 1793; of Asher Robbins, of Rhode 
Island, in 1833; of James Shields, of Illinois, 
in 1849: of James Harlan, of Iowa, in 1853, 
and of Reed Smoot, of Utah, in 1903. 

If the Senate next December follows its 
long-standing practice, both Senators Vare and 
Smith will be permitted to take the oath and 
participate in the organization of that body. 


SPLITTING THE FINES. 


No one will think of criticizing the wisdom 
of the Supreme Court in holding that a law 
which makes a judge dependent for his com- 
pensation upon his rendering judgment against 
a defendant is clearly unconstitutional. No 
other outcome of the Ohio case that was de- 
cided last Monday was to have been expected. 
The idea that a trial judge should be com- 
pelled to render a verdict against the accused, 
or as an alternative should serve the ‘com- 
munity without pay, is repugnant to the sense 
of justice of all fair-minded men. 

It was in a case involving the legality of the 
trial and conviction of a man accused of violat- 
ing the prohibition act that the Supreme Court 
handed down its opinion. But the effect of 
that decision will have a far wider reach than 
was expected when the case was taken to the 
highest tribunal on an appeal. While the en- 
forcement of the Volstead law has brought 
many strange cases to the attention of the 
courts, there are hundreds of similar instances 
recorded wherein a state of affairs similar 
to that in Ohio has been recorded, and which, 
while protested by the victims, have never been 
carried to: a court competent to pass final 
judgment. 

This is particularly true o£ the practice that 
has prevailed in many States in the matter of 
traffic laws and regulations. Thomas P. Henry, 
president of the American Automobile associa- 
tion, asserts that the opinion sets forth prin- 
ciples which are applicable to arrests.of mo- 
torists, where the fines assessed are split be- 


_tween the constables making the arrests and 
the justices of the peace or mayors before 


whom the offenders are brought. De | 
Mr. Henry says that his association has in- 


vestigated hundreds of such eases, which have 
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had financial arrangements between. them 
which were little if anything short of graft. 
He hopes that the decision of the Supreme 
Court will bring to an end the raiding opera- 
tions upon motorists which have been so com- 
mon in rural communities, and from which so 
many Washington motorists have suffered. 

States that permit justices of the peace to 
Share in the proceeds of fines exacted from 
motorists should abolish the fee system with- 
out waiting for adverse judgment in their par- 
ticular cases. Motorists will surely raise the 
point. The day of the grafting justice of the 
peace are numbered. 


THE TUB AND WORLD PEACE. 


The Department of Commerce has made 
the discovery that modern plumbing equip- 
ment is considered in the nature of a luxury 
rather than a necessity in many foreign coun- 
tries, and that for this reason sales of Ameri- 
ican sanitary devices abroad are limited. Of 
course, says the department, there are other 
factors which mitigate against extensive use of 
plumbing fixtures in foreign countries, chief 
among them being the lack of a sufficient and 
dependable supply of running water, but the 
main reason why the manufacturer is not 
able to ship large quantities of bathtubs 
throughout the world is because cleanliness 
elsewhere than in the United States is for the 
wealthy class alone. 

Plumbing equipment manufacturers of the 
United States clearly have a great and worthy 
duty to perform. Bearing in mind the old 
adage that ‘‘cleanliness is next to godliness,”’ 
a fund should be provided with which to dis- 
patch emissaries far and wide to proclaim the 
advantages of bathing. France and Belgium, 
where bathtubs are found in not more than 5 
per cent of the dwellings, should be fertile 
territory for these emissaries of the bath. The 
Chinaman, who bathes in an earthenware tub 
called a ‘‘soochow,’’ and the Siamese, who pre- 
fers a cistern in which to make his ablutions, 
should be given knowledge of the blessings 
of American tubs. 

The American monopoly on cleanliness is 
one that should be broken. Give American 
plumbing to foreigners, and in return the 
United States will win the eternal gratitude 
of the world. After the message of cleanliness 
is spread to every corner of the globe possibly 
the golden era of world peace will follow. 


WOOL IS FUR. 


And now it is the sheep raiser who has a 
grievance that will have to be brought to the 
attention of the tariff commission if the sheep- 
men are not to be forted to join the various 
‘‘blocs’’ demanding special attention from 
Congress. It all comes about through the dis- 
inclination of the customs court to decide that 
wool is wool and not fur. 

Some time ago the appraiser of the port of 
New York decided that a consignment of sheep 
and lamb skins which had been imported from 
Europe were subject to two classifications. He 
held that the skins themselves were entitled 
to free entry as pelts, but that the wool on the 
outer side of the skins must pay duty at 11 
cents a pound under paragraph 1101 of the 
tariff act of 1922. 

But the importer insisted that because the 
wool. on the skins was short they must be 
classified as furs. Furs being admitted free 
of duty, even when attached to pelts, it be- 
hooved the importer to make out a case for 
himself, thereby saving the 11 cents a pound 
that he would otherwise be required to pay 
into the Treasury. 

The plea which seems to have swayed the 
court was that the wool on the skins, which 
were imported from Greece, is very coarse, 
and that such skins are dealt in principally 
by fur dealers and that before being used they 
are dyed and cut up into collars and cuffs for 
garments. 

For those reasons the court upheld the 
contention of the importer, turned down the 
collector and appraiser, and officially held 
that a sheepskin is a fur, and therefore free 
of duty. Thus once again does the farmer 
get the worst of it. 


LOANS TO VETERANS. 


Within the next 30 days veterans of the 
world war will be able to borrow on their 
bonus certificates direct from the veterans’ bu- 
reau, and without the necessity of appealing to 
any bank for the ‘‘accommodation.”’ 

Congress came to the relief of the veterans 
through a bill enacted during the closing days 
of the session, but, like so many other meas- 
ures. which ‘‘authorized’’ certain operations, 
Congress failed to furnish the funds to carry 
out the purposes of its acts. 

In spite of the failure of Congress in this 
respect, Director Hines makes the announce- 
ment that beginning with April 1 the bureau 
will begin to make loans as authorized by the 
law. In order to meet the demands of the cer- 
tificate holders it has been decided to use the 
funds which accrue in the converted insurance 
fund, approximately $3,000,000 monthly, 
which have heretofore been invested in farm 
loan bonds. Therefore as soon as the neces- 
sary blank forms can be prepared, and the 
other preliminaries arranged, which will be by 
the end of the current month, the bureau will 
meet all demands upon its available funds. In 
outlining the plans of the bureau in the matter 
of loans, Gen. Hines calls attention to the fact 
that the function of the bureau is supplemen- 
tary to that of the banks, which report that 
they have loaned an aggregate of $27,000,00 
on these certificates up to date. : 

But the veteran who is not compelled to bor- 
row upon his certificate will be wise to resist 
the temptation to do so, for the reason that he 
will be required to pay for the accommodation 
exactly the same interest charge as he would 
pay at a bank, which is, as allowed by law, 2 
per cent per annum above the rate ordinarily 
charged for 90-day commercial paper. 

The original purpose of the ‘‘adjusted com-. 
pensation’’ was to create a spirit of thrift 
among the men who served under the colors, 


and that purpose will be destroyed if every 


certificate holder insists upon borrowing to the 
limit of the value of his certificate after two 
years from the date of its issue. While the 
veterans’ bureau will ‘go the limit’? toward 
aiding those who really need funds, it is not 
the purpose of the bureau to encourage bor- 
rowing by the men who only “think their 
needs are great.” :

“eaty set for battleships:”’ the British 
i Wii: state the number of new treaty 
cruisers “which they believe indispen- 
| sable for safety of the British sea com- 
munications,” and “they then will cor- 
dially invite the United States and 
Japan to build up to the 5-5-3 ratio:;" 
“but to do this the United States wil! 
have to build 30 new cruisers and Ja- 
pan 13.” 

Having been in active service in the 
havy as an officer and having spent 
about 22 months in Europe altogether 
‘during the war, I feel that I have a 
fair understanding of the psychology 
of the naval officer; pride in his pro- 
fession, and the desire to have a navy 
second to none, an attitude that is per- 
fectly natural on his part. On th 
other hand, in considering the 5-5-3 
ratio, a broad statesmanship, it seems 
to me, should regard the facts of the 
English situation and our own. It is 
natural for England to. consider the 
extent of her far-flung overseas pos- 
sessions, her dominions and colonies, 
with the length of their vulnerable 
coasts! her great merchant shipping 
fleet, her dependence upon food sup- 
plies from overseas for her very life. 

These facts make it necessary for her, 
as it appears to me, to have a cruiser 
strength in excess of our own. We are 
not dependent upon food supplies. We 
can provide ourselves with almost all 
our needs in case of war. Our Atlantic 
and Pacific coast line is no greater than 
that of Australia alone, and although 
we have outlying islands and a canal 
at Panama that are the hostages thai 
we have given to fortune, these hos- 
tages are incomparably less than those 
of the British commonwealth. : 

Let me recall, too, the fact that prior — 
to the war a naval superiority for Eng- — 
land was officially recognized by Ger- — 
many and the United States. What — 
the United States needs is a cruiser 
strength proportionate to the needs of — 
a well-rounded fleet; a fair protection — 
for such merchant shipping as we have, — 
without necessarily building the num- — 
ber of cruisers. necessary to put us on 
an equality with the British common- 
wealth, FREDERICK H. ALLEN.

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WRIT OF ERROR ASKED 
ON $850 LIQUOR FINE 


L. B. Curry Charges Police 
| Used Wrong Warrant in 


Searching House. 


The Court of Appeals yesterday was 
asked to grant a writ of error.to the 
police court in a liquor case which 
involves the question of the legality 
of a ruse alleged to have been resorted 
to by the police of the Seventh precinct 
in searching the home and garage of 
Leo B. Curry, alias James B. Mont- 
gomery, 4613 Thirty-eighth street 
northwest, on October 4, 1924. Curry is 
appealing from his conviction and fines 
amounting to $850 on charges of un- 
lawfully possessing liquor and liquor 
manufacturing equipment. 

This case also involves the right of 
the police who have one kind of a 
Warrant, namely a warrant charging 
maintenance of a disorderly house, to 
make a search for liquor which is re- 
quired by another kind of warrant.

ON ELIE OF POOR 


Two Organizations to Ask 
That as Minimum in Pre- 
Easter Appeal. 

33 PER CENT INCREASE | 

IN NEEDS OF FAMILIES 


Call for Contributions Will Be 
Started at the April 4 
Meeting 


A minimum of $70,000 to carry on the 
relief work of the Associated Charities 
and the citizens’ relief committee will 
be asked by the organizations in their, 
annual pre-Easter appeal this year, it 
was agreed at a meeting of the organi- 
zations yesterday in the Social Service 
house, 1022 Eleventh street northwest. 

This figure represents the needs 
brought about by an increase of 33 per 
cent in the number of families in dis- 
tress who are under the care of the 
organizations. Last year the increase 
was 25 per cent over the year before. 
The organizations asked $59,000 for 
needy families last year. 

Public call for contributions will be 
started at the annual meeting of the 
Associated Charities in Rauscher’s, 
April 4, Walter S. Ufford, executive sec- 
retary of the charities, announced. 

The conditions confronting charitable 
organizations here are not peculiar to 
Washington, but according to ngures 
from the Russell Sage foundation, ob- 
tained after a survey in twenty cities 
throughout the country, the same con- 
dition is widespread, Mr. Ufford said. 


Sickness Biggest Load. 


“It is difficult to say just what has 
been the greatest factor in increasing 
the demands on our charities,” he said. 
“A period of general prosperity always 
raises the standards of living and too 
many families have been passed by. 
On their small incomes they have 
sought to maintain the standard of 
living of their neighbors and there has 
been debt and a dissipation of re- 
serves so that when sickness comes the 
family financial machine breaks down. 
Sickness accounts for two-thirds of the 
load we have to calry. 

“Another factor is that here and 
elsewhere charitable organizations are 
doing better relief work. They are do- 
ing more things to make more effective 
their task of rehabilitating distressed 
families.

STS SHOW HUNGER 
GREATEST INSTINCT 


Rats, Held to Be Somewhat 
Like Humans, Are Used 
in Experiments. 


Hunger is the most powerful instinci 
among white rats, according to experi- 
ments just concluded by Prof. F. A. 
Moss, of George Washington university. 
Dr. Moss used white rats because their 
instincts are believed to be mucna like 
those of human beings. 

Dr. Moss divided a *“»%x into three 
compartments and ch _ed the center 
compartment with electricity. In his 
first experiment he placed 10 rats in 
the first compartment and food in the 
third. To reach the food, the rats 
would have to pass through the com- 
partment charged with electricity. 
After 72 hours eight of the rats ran the 
electric gauntlet to reach the food. 

Next Dr. Moss placed 10 male rats in 
the first compartment and a female 
in the third. Only fiveselected to brave 
a shock to reach her. In the mother 
love 'test, he placed a mother rat in the 
first compartment and her babies in 
the third compartment. Then he 
caused the babies to squeal. He did 
this with 10 families and only three 
mothers went, to the rescue.

SET ASIDE BY COURT 


Supreme Bench of Massachu- 
setts Holds Stock Release 
by Willett Valid. 


Boston, March 9 (By A. P.).—The 
exceptions of defendants in the famous 
Willett-Sears case were sustained and 
the verdict of $10,534,109.07 was set 
aside by the full bench of the Massa- 
chusetts supreme court today. Besides 
the amount of the verdict, the case 
was widely known as the longest civil 
trial ever held in the courts of Massa- 
chusetts.

less. It therefore follows that the de- 
fendants’ motion for a directed verdict 
should have been allowed.”

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AWAY FROM HURRICANE 


Jenkins, Inventor, Tells of 
Improvement in Transmit- 
ting Weather News. 


ADDRESSES ENGINEERS 


Considerable improvement in the 
transmission of weather maps by radio 
to naval vessels at sea was reported by 
C. Francis Jenkins, the inventor at a 
meeting of the Washington section 
of the Institute of Radio Engineers last 
night. Mr. Jenkins told how a vessel 
had avoided a hurricane when guided 
by these maps. He explained that in 
the beginning not only the barometer 
pressure and wind velocity lines were 
sent but also the latitude, longitude 
and coast lines. However, as the lat- 
ter do: not change, a base map now is 
carried by the ships with these already 
printed upon them and simply the for- 
mer have to be transmitted 

It was explained that the weather 
maps the ships have is about the same 
as we are accustomed to seeing on a 
larger scale at the Union Station wait- 
ing room and that by radio there is 
written in variable lines the station 
attendant writes in each day with col- 
ored chalk. 

Mr. Jenkins spoke of the possibilities 
of radio yision or seeing by radio, also 
of the prospect of projecting motion 
pictures into the home by radio. He 
said it was a question of sending the 
still pictures, now being sent by radio, 
about 12,000 to 15,000 times faster. 
One of the pioneer motion picture in- 
ventors of the country, Mr. Jenkins 
told of a motion picture camera he is 
perfecting which takes pictures at a 
rate of 200 feet of film a second. 

The value of this high speed camera 
is in showing fast moving objects. For 
instance, Mr. Jenkins said, he always 
had thought in flying that pigeons 
beat their wings down on the air as 
they flew. The camera, he said, re- 
vealed the fact that they swing around 
in front of them and that in flying 
they go straight up in the alr. 

Frank P. Guthrie,of the Radio Corpo- 
ration, presided at the meeting.

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but fairly distant ones, for Roque- 

fort cheese hails from France and 
Limburger is a Belgian product. You 
ask for rather an extended discourse 
when you suggest that I give some- 
thing of the details of the processes 
by which these cheeses are brought 
into being, for éither one of the 
processes is extended and involved. 
But it is true indeed that some of us 
wonder every time we gaze on the 
curious green of Roquefort just how 
the condition is brought about. And 
as for the odor attached to Limburger— 
well, before I had an idea as to its 
origin I frequently wondered how any- 
thing on this delightful green earth 
could be made so—well—different! 


Roquefort cheese is probably the best 
known of the cheeses from Prance, and 
has been known to the country for 
great ages past. It is made from the 
milk of sheep and goats and herds of 
these animals that total a half million 
are required to supply materials to meet 
the demand for the cheese. Cheese is, 
as doubtless every one is aware, made 
from the curd of milk. The curds for 
Roquefort are placed together in layers 
in tins filled with holes and then 
pressed each day. In between each 
layer the dairymen sprinkle crumbs of 
a special sort of bread that has been 
made from wheat and barley flour and 
that has been carefully tended until 
covered with a heavy, green mold. 
These moldy crumbs furnish the blueish 
green mold that characterizes the ap- 
pearance and flavor of ° Roquefort 
cheese. The layers of curd with their 
moldy crumbs are pressed together and 
stored in a moist place for at least a 
fortnight, and then removed to a dry- 
ing room whence they are moved 
to caves cut in rock or. limestone until 
such time as they are ripe and ready 
for use. The air in the caves is moist 
and cool and well circulated. The 


T bu may be cousins indeed, K. L., 


seven pounds, stay in the caves until 
ready for market, when they are shipped 
all over the world. Mainly the sections 
from which Roquefort comes are Avey- 
ron, Tarn, Gard. and Herault. 


As for Cousin Limburger (Roquefort 
would be indignant), it is of Belgian 
origin, but made also in Germany in 
large quantities, and now in our own 
country in the regions contributing 
largely to dairy products, i. e., New 
York and Wisconsin. This cheese may 
be made of skimmed or whole milk and 
it, too, is treated by putting the curd 
in perforated molds and pressing out 
the whey. The curd, after this process, 
is made into little packages and rolled 
in salt daily. The protein decomposes 
just as any meat of our acquaintance 
decomposes if left to its own devices 
in a warmish place, and with the rub- 
bing of salt over the exterior of the 
cheese a surface is formed that keeps 
in the whole process of breakdown that 
persistently goes on for the ten or 
twelve weeks necessary to “cure” this 
cheese. The little blocks are then 
wrapped in tinfoil and sent to market 
to delight (?) the palate, but seriously 
offend the organ of smell among us 
mortals. 


Are the cousins catalogued and made 
distinct? They should be thought of 
at different times, these two cheeses, 
for they are far from cousins in the or- 
dinary sense—both are of high nutritive 
value, but they are set apart by a wide 
lack of family resemblance. 

And now, that that is that—what 
Shall be have for dinner? As it is 
Thursday it would seem folly in a way 
to provide a roast for just the family. 
And we have not had stew for a long 
time. Possibly lamb stew, with dump 
lings, would not be amiss.

In making stew many methods may 
be employed, but one of the best, in 
my oyster is the process of brown- 
ing the meat slightly with the onion 
first of all and a bit of butter in an 
iron frying pan, then adding a bit of 
green pepper, that has been cut in 
small pieces, water to cover to three 
times the depth and salt. These in- 
gredients must be closely covered and 
allowed to simmer for a long period of 
time, until the meat is quite tender. 
After that, carrots cut in small pieces 
may be added, and a few potatoes if 
they are desired but with dumplings 
and potatoes are frequently omitted. 
We have had the dumplings receipe 
recently but will repeat it today to go 
with the stew. In buying meat for this 
dish it is well to get meat from the 
shoulder, and to have the butcher trim 
it up and remove all the scraggly ends. 
It should be cut by the butcher into 
small cubes unless there are sharp 
knives available at the house. 


Dumplings. 


Mix and sift together 2 cups of flour, 
4 teaspoons baking powder, a half tea- 
spoon salt and work into this with the 
fingers until well blended 2 rounded 
teaspoons of butter. Moisten this mix- 
ture with a cup of sweet milk by cut- 
ting the liquid into. the dry with a 
knife. Take up the mixture in large 


in a circle of dumplings with one in 
the center of the kettle.. Be sure that 
plenty of water is present to keep the 
dumplings supplied so that the stew 
will not burn dry when the dumplings 
are cooking. Cover the kettle closely 
and cook, without so much as crack- 
ing the cover, for twelve minutes. Take 
up the dumplings, arrange them around 
a warmed platter and put the stew in 
the center. The liquor from the stew 
will not require thickening. Do not 
cook the dumplings over a high flame. 
It should be medium or less, never 
more.

When cool 
split across and fill with the following 
cream filling and cover with whipped | 
cream, over which has been sprinkled | 
a bit of powdered sugar. |

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Cream Filling for Cake. 

Mix a third of a cup of sifted flour, 
three-fourths of a cup of sugar and a 
pinch of salt and add to these in- 
gredients two eggs that have been 
well-beaten, a teaspoon of vanilla and 


a third of a teaspoon of lemon extract. 
Add two cups of milk that has been 
scalded and cook in a double ‘boiler 
until the mixture thickens stirring 
constantly. After the mixture has 
thickened it is necessary to leave the 
filling over the fire for five minutes, 
stirring it once or twice during the 
time, that it may be thoroughly 
cooked and not have the “raw” taste 
common to fillings or flour-thickened 
sauces sometimes.
